I680 


Reſolved, That all the Inhabitants in general, and not the Special Burgeſſes 
only, have the Right of Elefting Members to ſerve in Parliament. 

That ſome latter Returns are by the Mayors, Baylifls and Burgeſſes, and 
under the Common Seal. 2 

That makes nothing againſt Us, every Inhabitant being a Burgeſs by the 
Charter of E4. 4th, and moſt Returns where there 1s a Mayor, being under zhe 
Common Seal, tho' they Chuſe by the Inhabitants at large. 

That Two Judgments of Parliament, viz. in the Years 1660 and 1688, are 
in favour of the Mayor and Sele& Burgeſles. | 5 

To the Firſt of theſe Judgments we Anſwer, That rhe Reſolution in the 
Year 1660 ; was occaſioned by one Srarkey's miſlaying the Records of thoſe 
Returns abovementioned, as appears by the Report of the Committee, 1679. 

As to the Second, We conceive the Caſe in 1688. was grounded upon Neceflity, 
the Perſon that conteſted the Right then being Speaker of the Houſe, and hope 
neither of theſe Judgments ſhall be able to ſet afide an undoubted Right,proved 
by ſo many Ancient Returns, and ſetled further by Three Reſolutions, againſt 
which there can be no Objection. : = 

They were not form'd into a Seleft Number not exceeding Thirty, till King 
James the Firſt's Reign, which ſhews the Ancient Right of Eledtion cannot 
poſhbly be in them, ; : 

That if the Sele& Burgeſſes ſhould be admitted to have the ſole Right, then 
in Caſe their Corporation were Diſſolved, either by Surrender or Forfeiture of 
their Charter; the Town of Windſor could ſend no Burgeſſes to Parliament, 


which would be againſt all Reafon. |
